IVES' AMENDMENT to the 1951 


Internal Revenue Act would re- 
quire such self-employed profession- 
al men to pay a portion of their 
earrings, not exceeding 10 per cent 
of their yearly net income and not 
mote than $7,500. into a restricted 
retirement 
fund, organized by a 


professional group to which they 
belong 


In a word, to protect his old age, 


a writer or composer or doctor 
wnuid have to join a .imon of his 
profession. 


Why shou'd this be necessary? 


Suppose he does not wish to join 
such a union or ot be bound by its 
policies, why should he feel that 
he would have to0 


Furthermore, the Ives amend- 


ment 
makes 
this a postponably 


taxable amount, wnich means that 
if he gets it at the age of 60 it' 
then can' be taxed when he may 
need it most. 


What i« reqi.iied is not a post- 


poned tax but an obsolescence ar- 
rangement, a reserve fund, similar 
to that allowed corporations for 
plant and equipment. 


For instance, if a man spends ' 


10 years preparing for a profes- ] 
sional service, a svstem should be 
devised to amortize that prepara- 
tion Doctors can amortize equip- 
ment, but what can a writer, who! 
spends five years 0:1 a book, amor- j 
tize° His knowledge, experience, | 
wisdom' 


This strikes me as one of those 


political acts which please the of- 
ficers of various professional as- 
sociations and gives the politician 
whatever kudos that is worth. 


As many of these 
associations 


are situated in New York City, it 
u natural that some of them should 
have reached Ives with this im- 
practical and wrong proposal. 


This is not merely a question of 


money. The middle class, the self- 
employed people are being squeez- 
ed to the wall by taxes and high 
prices. 


Most of them are so situated 


that it is difficult, if not impossible, 
for them to raise their fees. Doc- 
tors, for instance, are the last to 
be paid and often give as many 
hours to free service in hospitals 
and clinics as they do to their pay- 
ing patients. 


They are having, as a group, a 


difficult time. We hear a good deal 
about the high cost of specialists, 
but very little of the general prac- 
titioner who still has to accept 
what he thinks the traffic will bear, 
Which is often little enough. 


THE SAME is true of other pro- 


fessional and self-employed per- 
sons. 


The income tax law mav pro- 


duce the social revolution of forc- 
ing us all to work for corporations 
which have pension funds as the 
onlv way to save for our old age 
or to provide for our families after 
we die. Ives' alternative is to join 
a professional union and to save 
by paying into a postponed taxable 
fund. 


In the Communist manifesto. Karl 


Marx offers the income tax as one 
of the most effective means for 
destroying the capitalist system. 


How right he was in 1848 is so 


clear today when we witness how 
this tax is destroying the capacity 
to save and thereby to develop 
new reservoirs of capital. The in- 
come tax is not only being used 
to raise revenue, but to redistri- 
bute wealth and to eliminate the 
self-employed elements in the popu- 
lation. 


It can produce a corporate state 


such as Mussolini fixed upon Italy 
and from which that country has 
not yet recovered. 


It is the elimination of the mid- 


dle class, with its capacity to de- 
velop intellectual leadership, that 
paves the wav everywhere for such 
movements 
as communism, fas- 


cism, naziism, and so on. 


The resistance to these move- 


ments is strongest among self-em- 
ployed, 
home-owning, thrifty, in- 


vesting people. This has proved so 
true universally that any contra- 
diction Is outside experience and 
must be attributed to some self- 
serving motive.
